The street light- 
Ing contract passed on Dec. 18, 
1933, covered the period from Dec.

High above him hangs a muslin- 


covered battery of loudspeakers, 
big as a one-story house, behind 
him ia a gigantic thermometer, 
filled with molten light. It is an 
applause meter, designed to regis? 
ter the enthusiasm of the crowd. 


A thousand feet in front of him, 


barely visible through the smoky 
haze, is a 30-piece orchestra, which 
figures in the affray to come. 


Steiwer wears a wrinkled blue 


suit. 
He waves both hands to 


the 
cheering 
Republicans. 
He 


starts to speak. 
His voice is 


gruff: almost a bark. 


His address is amplified a hun- 


dred times and a hundred times 
again. It is so loud it sends the

gravely, earnestly. A faint spray 
showers down on the press box 
at his feet. 


Steiwer teeters on his toes and 


grasps the dais as he shouts his

Cigarette smoke 


swirls around his head. The bril-

light 
filters 
through 
his 


bushy eye-brows and forces him 
te squint. 


He reaches the high point of his 


address. The applause is riotous.

There is a 
faint click. The mighty amplifiers 
go as dead as so many 1920 radio

Stunned, he turns to the meek

It is quite natural, though foolish, for 


one becoming possessed of a "nest egg 
at once to think of ways for placing the 
proceeds where he thinks there is a chance, 
with safety, of their doubling or trebling 
in value at once. 


The veteran should be wary of solicita- 


tion from slick salesmen selling subscrip- 
tions in phony enterprises, represented as 
veritable gold mines. There is one attitude 
to take with such gentry, whether the ap- 
proach is in person or by mail or telephone 
or telegraph, and that is to have nothing 
whatever to do with them. The reputable 
broker does not resort to such methods. 


Where the bonus is not expended foi 


immediate needs and the holder really de- 
sires a bonafide investment combining yield 
with safety, he should limit his search to a 
' field of primary securities, those that con- 
stitute a first lien on the assets. Even then, 
to be sure it is a safe lien, he should con- 
sult somebody who knows 
about 
such 


things. As a matter of fact, under present 
money conditions the bonus bonds them- 
selves, paying 3 per cent until maturity in 
1945, offer as good return as is possible to 
Obtain with comparable security.
